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ARGE AYERAOE YIELD OF SUGAR

AT EWA MILL.

S
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The Outlook for Oahu Plantation la

Good Work is Ilelng Pushed in a
Itapid Manner Head for Planting;

The greatest average yield of sugar
to the acre ever known on the Islands,
or In the world, was realized on a field
recently cut on Ewa plantation. The--

fleld measures 130 acres, and yielded
n output of 143.V3 tons, on average

11 4.100 tons to me acre. So far
as is known, this is the greatest yield
over produced in the Islands. Another
tract of 178 acres on Ewa, cut last
week, yielded tin average of 104 tons
to the acre. It is believed now that
the entire crop from 1800 acres, will
average this year close upon nine tons
o the acre, which will make Ewa the
inner plantation of the Islands. The

mill is now wori.ing as nearly perfect
s possible. In the settling tanks the

percentage of ?ugar saved is greater
than ever before.

The outlook for Onliu plantation is
cry llnttering. Mr. Dillingham went

over the property Saturday, nnd re
ports that great progress has been
made in every department. A short
ime ago it looked ns if a start could

not be made this year. Mr. Dllling- -
lam finds that 000 acres are already
n condition for planting, and it is now

certnin that there will be over 1000

acres in crop. The trench has been
dug for one and a quarter miles of
piping, which is all to be buried. The
well borers are well down on the fifth
well. Four are already completed.
There are to be six wells altogether,
and it is expected that they will fur-
nish a flow of 15,000,000 gallons per
day. The foundation for the im-

mense pumping plant has been dug.
Tn fact, every department of the work '

has progressed much better than was
expected.

KILLED INSTANTLY.

Japanese Laborer Crushed to Death
at Ewa Plantation.

Two serious accidents occurred nt
Ewa plantation mill last week, in
which one Japanese was killed and
another lost a leg. The first occurred
on Ihursdny nfternoon. A .lupanese
employed as oiler in the basement was
caught lu the machinery which car-
ries the trash to the engine room, and
before assistance could be rendered he
was crushed to death in a most hor-

rible manner. A coroner's jury thnt
same evening determined that his
death was due to his own carelessness.
On Friday afternoon another Japan
ese was caught in thc same machinery
and Is leg so crushed thnt it had to
be amputated.
